BROKAW’S ARREST. 


Yesterday a warrant was sworn out for H. C. Brokaw, manager 
of the Stockton Merchants, Manufacturers and Employers’y Associa- 
tion. He is charged with having high explosives in his possession. 

While it is a decided victory for organized labor, the unions are 
not gloating about it. Union men wanted Brokaw arrested because 
they believed he had broken the law. 

It is seldom that the law is with the workers. Many of them 
have been sent to jail, many workers are now behind the bars in 
California, Texas and the jails of other states. 

' Perhaps some of them are guilty of the crimes charged against 
them. And just as probably many of them are innocent. Of the 
other side, the M. M. & E. side, that uses armed thugs and ‘‘detect- 
ives’’ to harass the worker# to lawlessness, there are none in jail, 
if we except Emerson, the dupe. 

Of course, Brokaw promptly dug into his pocket and produced 
his bail and is free, pending the hearing of his case. 

It may be wicked, but it is nevertheless pleasant for the union- 
ists of the state to see one of the ‘‘other side’’ get a taste of the 
medicine that the workers are more or less familiar with. 

And even if Brokaw is guilty as charged, it must be admitted 
that there are more chances of his going free than there are of his 
eventual sojourn in jail. He has money, or his employers have 
money, to fight the case from one court to another, to employ high- 
priced and clever attorneys. The odds are with him. 

The spirit of the unions in the case was well expressed by At- 
torney Maxwell McNutt. 

‘Organized labor, I think, isn’t crying for the penitentiary for 
these fellows,’ he said. ‘‘There is no desire to get anybody to ob- 


tain revenge. There is only the feeling that the law has been broken, 
that an attempt has bene made to paint trades unionists as law- 
breakers and dynamite plotters, and that the public should know 


who the guilty men are.’’

Al Ithe commissioners were pres- 
ent except James O’Connell and Mrs. 
J. Borden Harriman. O’Connell will 
airive here this afternoon, but Mrs. 
Harriman will not attend the inves- 
tigation because of the death in 
Washington yesterday of her hus- 
band. 

Governor Ammons was the first 
witness. He recited the early history 
of the strike and said he did not 
call out the militia last year until 
the demand from Southern Colorado 
was almost unanimous. He said 
from the time the satte troops occu- 
pied the strike zone until the Ludlow 
battle occurred, only two persons 
were killed. 

“Early peace efforts failed,’ said 
Governor Ammons, “because thé op- 
erators refused to meet officers of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica as representative of the miners. 
In November of last year Secretary 
of Labor Wilson came here and as a 
result three operators and _ three 
miners met and agreed to all points 
except recognition of the union and 
wage disagreement. The miners re- 

se to agree to any plan which 

ed to recognize their union.”
